The owner of a local salon is 
defending an advertisement 
some say glamorizes domestic 
violence. 

Images from Fluid Hair, locat¬ 
ed near Wh3^e Avenue, stirred up 
social media sites yesterday after 
one was posted on the blog of a 
New York advertising cop5Avriter. 

It shows a woman with blonde 
hair and a black eye sitting on a 
couch. A man stands behind her 
holding jewelry. 

The words read: “Look good in 
all you do.” 

“It struck me as completely 
obscene,” said Michelle Meagher, 
U of A women’s studies profes¬ 
sor. “It glamorizes it for the sake 
of hair products.” 

Salon owner Sarah Cameron 
said the series of six photos was 



released more than one year ago. 

“We thought ‘let’s put out a 
really, really strong, kind of out 
there campaign,”’ she said. “Why 
does everything tailor to be so 
sensitive now?” 

She said other companies and 
designers have made similar ads, 
and that the same one in New 
York wouldn’t have created a stir. 

“Because we’re a small busi¬ 
ness, we’re going to get more 
backlash,” she said. 

Meagher said using the image

Suspects in death 


Claiming his comments 
were taken out of context, 
an Alberta Tory leadership 
hopeful called relatives of 
a murdered Calgary tod¬ 
dler yesterday to clear the 
air. 

But the grandfather of 
14-month-old Elizabeth Ve¬ 
lasquez is attributing 
much of the conversation 
to political “back-talk.” 

Doug Griffiths came un¬ 
der fire Sunday following 
comments many attrib¬ 
uted to the Velasquez case 
in which he claimed some 
responsibility for child 
welfare must fall on family 
members. 

The 14-month-old died 
of asphyxiation last year 
and a report released last 
week suggested numerous 
systemic delays prevented 
social workers firom taking 
custody of her in time. 


► Police have narrowed the 
suspect pool in the ongo¬ 
ing Elizabeth Velasquez 
homicide investigation to 
two suspects: Her mother 
and a male counterpart. 

Griffiths said a question 
posed to him during the 
forum was based on over 
government responsibility 
in child welfare cases. 

“If it had of been a ques¬ 
tion about that case, 1 
would have had a totally 
different response 
there’s no doubt that the 
department and the proto¬ 
cols that are in place let 
this family down.” 

Grandfather Bruce An¬ 
derson, who, along with 
wife Francisca, made con¬ 
cerns of possible abuse 
known to social workers 
two months before Ve¬ 
lasquez’s death, said the 
comments added another 
level of grief for his family.

The impact of post-tropical 
storm Irene left some 
165,000 power customers 
in Quebec without electric¬ 
ity yesterday, while tens of 
thousands more in New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
were also waiting for the 
lights to come back on. 

The storm may also be 
to blame for a road col¬ 
lapse yesterday about 100 
kilometres northeast of 
Montreal, where the re¬ 
sulting crevasse swallowed 
two cars and left authori¬ 
ties searching for a miss¬ 
ing driver. 

Early yesterday, the 
storm still packed a windy 
punch as it rolled through 
Eastern Canada — where it 
flooded roads, snapped 
trees and knocked out

Lloyd lays down his mic

It’s a perfect summer day 
in August, and Lloyd 
Robertson seems almost re¬ 
lieved to be back at work. 

The 77-year-old has en¬ 
tered the final stretch, and 
Thursday — when he is set 
to wrap his final newscast 
at the helm of CTV Nation¬ 
al News, thus ending the 
longest-ever reign of a 
North American national 
anchor — is looming. 

But for now, Robertson 
is exactly where he wants 
to be, amid the buzz and 
swarm of CTV’s hive of a 
news hub as he and his col¬ 
leagues begin to stitch to¬ 
gether the evening’s 


nightly program. 

“It’s all (the viewers are) 
talking about,” Robertson 
said in a recent interview, 
taking a brief break firom 
the night’s work. ‘“When is 
the day?’ ‘When are you 
stepping down?’ ‘Retire¬ 
ment.’ 

“Only, I tiy to steer them 
away from the word ‘retire¬ 
ment,’ because I’m still go¬ 
ing to be doing things. ... I 
intend to be around for a 
while.” 

So Robertson won’t be 
stopping, at least not en¬ 
tirely. He’ll contribute to 
CTV’s flagship news maga¬ 
zine series W5 and has a se¬ 


ries of vignettes on deter¬ 
mined young people to 
lead into next year’s 
Ol 5 mipics. 

But it’s clear that step¬ 
ping away from the an¬ 
chor’s chair will still feel 
like the end of something 
significant to Robertson. 

After all, he has an¬ 
chored the evening news in 
this country through the 
terms of eight Canadian 
prime ministers and eight 
U.S. presidents. He’s cov¬ 
ered three Ol 3 mipic Games 
held within our borders. 
He’s reported on the moon 
landing, on Terry Fox’s 
Marathon of Hope, on the 


fall of the Berlin wall, on 
the death of Princess Diana 
and on the terrorist attacks 
of 9-11. 

That sort of prominent 
longevity is impossibly rare 
in the TV business nowa¬ 
days, said CTV’s chief politi¬ 
cal correspondent Craig 
Oliver. 

“When he and I started 
in television, there were 
just two channels,” said 
Oliver, a firiend of Robert¬ 
son’s since they were col¬ 
leagues at CBC in the ’60s. 

“He’s the last of a breed 
of really high-profile, influ¬ 
ential anchors.”

A life in 


the limelight 


► Growing up in Stratford, 
Ont., Robertson was fasci¬ 
nated with broadcasting as 
early as his pre-teen years. 
He aspired to work for the 
local radio station, CJCS, 
finally achieving his goal 
after graduating high 
school. 

► Robertson moved up the 
ladder quickly. He was only 
20 when he went to work 
for CBC and 22 when he 
married his high school 
sweetheart, Nancy. The 
couple bounced from Win¬ 
nipeg to Ottawa to Toron¬ 
to, starting a family along 
the way. 

► In 1970 , he claimed the an¬ 
chor position at CBC's The 
National. It was, of course, 
a dream gig for a 
broadcast news hound but 
before long, Robertson be¬ 
gan feeling restricted. In 
those days, a complicated 
union relationship meant 
that TV anchors weren’t al¬ 
lowed any editorial input 
into the words they were 
reading. 

► Robertson's frustration 
eventually led to his then- 
shocking decision to move 
to CTV, a choice that 
chewed him up at the 
time. 

► Robertson flourished at 
CTV. Beginning as a co-an¬ 
chor with Harvey Kirck, 
Robertson rejoiced in the 
increased creative control 
he was afforded, and rat¬ 
ings swiftly rose (Robert¬ 
son takes pride in pointing 
out that CTV National 
News has become the 
country's top-rated nation¬ 
al newscast).

Not all obese people need 
to lose weight. 

Evidence is mounting 
that obesity alone is not 
necessarily a predictor of 
bad health. 

“It is important to real¬ 
ize that weight does not 
equal health,” says Dr. 
Jennifer Kuk, an assistant 
professor in York Univer¬ 
sity’s school of kinesiolo¬ 
gy and health science. 

In a recent study, Dr. 
Kuk and colleagues com¬ 


pared the health status of 
6,000 obese Americans 
with 23,000 thinner peo¬ 
ple. 

They found that obese 
people with no physical 
or psychological limita¬ 
tions had about the same 
risk of death as lean peo¬ 
ple, and were actually less 
likely to die from heart 
disease. 

Obesity only becomes 
risky when it is accompa¬ 
nied by factors such as 
high blood pressure, high 
cholesterol, high blood 
sugar and depression, 
they found. 


“Obese people should 
go to their doctor to be 
evaluated,” Dr. Kuk told 
Metro. 

“If their doctor finds 
that they are healthy oth¬ 
er than an elevated body 
weight, then this re¬ 
search suggests that they 
should focus on a healthy 
diet with regular physical 
activity as opposed to 
weight loss,” says Dr. Kuk. 

Earlier studies have 
found that trying and fail¬ 
ing to lose weight could 
be detrimental to some 
people’s health. 

How do doctors assess 


which obese people need 
to lose weight? 

A tool developed at the 
University of Alberta, 
called the Edmonton Obe¬ 
sity Staging System 
(EOSS), shows your doctor 
whether you have obesi¬ 
ty-related risk factors and 
therefore require some 
type of treatment or sur¬ 
gery. 

“BMI only measures 
how big you are — not 
how sick you are,” says 
Canadian Obesity Net¬ 
work founder Dr. Arya 
Sharma, who developed 
the EOSS.

Vaccines largely safe 

O New review analyzes verything from flu shots to chickenpox 



Vaccines can cause certain 
side effects, but serious 
ones appear veiy rare — 
and there’s no link with 
autism and T 5 rpe 1 diabetes, 
the Institute of Medicine 
says in the first compre¬ 
hensive safety review in 17 
years. 

The report released 
Thursday isn’t aimed at 
nervous parents. And the 
side effects it lists as proven 
are some that doctors long 
have known about, such as 
fever-caused seizures and 
occasional brain inflamma¬ 
tion. 

Instead, the review 
comes at the request of 
the government’s Vaccine 
Injury Compensation Pro¬ 
gram, which pays dam¬ 
ages to people who are 
injured by vaccines. Feder¬ 
al law requires this t 5 q)e of 
independent review as of¬ 
ficials update side effects 
on that list to be sure they 


agree with the latest 
science. 

“Vaccines are important 
tools in preventing serious 
infectious disease across 
the lifespan, from infancy 
through adulthood. All 
health-care interventions, 
however, carry the possi¬ 
bility of risk and vaccines 
are no exception,” said pe¬ 
diatrician and bioethicist 
Dr. Ellen Wright Cla 5 ^on of 
Vanderbilt University, who 
chaired the institute panel. 

Still, the report stresses 
that vaccines generally are 
safe, and it may help doc¬ 
tors address worries from a 
small but vocal anti-vaccine 
movement. 

“I am hopeful that it will 
allay some people’s con¬ 
cerns,” Cla 3 ^on said. 

There’s suggestive evi¬ 
dence but not proof of side- 
effects, including 

anaphylaxis from the hu¬ 
man papillomavirus — or 


HPV vaccine — and short¬ 
term joint pain in some 
women and children from 
the MMR vaccine. 

The report cleared flu 
shots of blame for two 
long-suspected side effects: 
Bell’s palsy and worsening 


of asthma. 

That doesn’t mean there 
aren’t other side effects — 
the review couldn’t find 
enough evidence to decide 
about more than 100 other 
possibilities.

Sharapova survives scare 


O After dropping first set and 
nearly blowing lead in second, 
Russian star wins her match 


Maria Sharapova’s slow 
start almost turned into an 
early exit at the U.S. Open. 

The three-time major 
champion picked up her 
game in time to avoid an 
upset against 102nd- 
ranked Heather Watson, 
rallying for a 3-6, 7-5, 6-3 
victory yesterday in the 
opening round. 

After being thoroughly 
outplayed in the first set, 
third-seeded Sharapova let 
a 4-1 lead in the second 
slip, as well. She shored 
things up at 5-all in the sec¬ 
ond to pull out that set. 
She also led 4-1 in the 
third, but gave back a 
break. After that, Sharapo¬ 
va broke right back then 
served out her match 
against the 19-year-old 
Brit, who was making her 
first appearance in the 
main draw at Flushing 
Meadows. 

Sharapova improved to 
12-0 this year in third sets. 

“In the end, that’s kind 
of where it counts,” she 
said after a match that last¬ 
ed two hours, 34 minutes. 
“No matter how tired or 
whether you’re playing 
your best tennis or some¬ 
times your worst, you keep 
fighting for it.” 

Not showing the same 
kind of fight was fifth-seed¬ 
ed Petra Kvitova, who be¬ 
came the first reigning 
Wimbledon champion to 
lose in the first round of 
the U.S. Open. She made 52 
unforced errors in a 7-6 (3), 
6-3 loss to Alexandra Dul-

gheru and has won only 
two matches since hoisting 
the trophy at the All-Eng¬ 
land Club last month. 

“After I made some mis¬ 
takes, I was mentally 
down,” Kvitova said. 

Last year’s U.S. Open 
and Wimbledon runner- 
up, second-seeded Vera 
Zvonareva, defeated 

Stephanie Foretz Gacon of 
France, 6-3, 6-0. 

Other women’s winners 
included No. 13 Peng 
Shuai, No. 19 Julia Goerges 
and No. 27 Lucie Safarova. 

The early headliner for 
the men was American 
Mardy Fish, who at No. 8 is 
the highest-ranked U.S. 
player in the tournament. 

Fish lived up to his 
billing, opening his stay at 
Flushing Meadows with a 
6-2, 6-2, 6-1 victory over To¬ 
bias Kamke of Germany. 

The 29-year-old from Los 
Angeles opened the match 
by losing his serve, but 
that turned out to be the 
only hiccup. He is one of 
14 American men entered 
in the U.S. Open, as the 
host country continues the 
quest to find its next great 
champion. No U.S. man 
has won a major since 
Andy Roddick won in New 
York in 2003.
